Not a Word of Explanation to Clear Up 
the Mystery. 


RECEIVED BY HIS BROTHER WITHOUT A 
. BEFERENCE TO HIS LONG ABSENCE. 


It Was Supposed Tha: He, in Companr 
With cl. Celsus Fries Had Gone to 
Fome Seat of Theosophic Learning to 
Pursue Religious Stucies—The Ece*n- 
tric Conduct of the Popular Fhysician. 


Sylvester L. Nidelet, the popular and 
widely known physician of this city, who 80 
mysteriously disappeared in the month of 
february, 1887, reappeared as mysteriously 
this morning. ; 

In all these years that have elapsed since 
he disappeared as completely as if the earth 
had swallowed him, neither his friends nor 
immediate relatives heard any tidings of 
his whereabouts. Now and then strange 
rumors came of his life of strenuous self-de- 
nial, how he had voluntarily embraced a life 
of poverty, denying himself all 
bodily comforts in order to win 
freedom of spirit by curbing’ the 
flesh. He was said to have embraced the 
tenets of Buddhism and to have journeyed to 
India, where he learned to practice the stern 
asceticism of the Buddhist priesthood. 
Others said he had only gone so far as to be- 


geome a discipie of Blavatsky. The story of 


his life in these past six years is a secret 
locked in his breast. 

When the Vandalia train from the East 
pulled into the Union Depot at 7 o’clock this 
morning a tall, robust and gray-bearded 
gentleman stepped from the rear coach and 
looked in a reminiscent way at the dingy 
surroundings. 

RECOGNIZED AT THE DEPOT. 

Why there's Dr. Sylvester Nidelet,’’ ex- 
claimed Sergt. O'Malley of the depot squad, 
recognizing his old friend at a glance. 
He stepped up and was greeted with 
a warm hand-shake. Then Dr. J. C. Nidelet 
and Mr. Frank Nidelet stepped up, and an 
effectionate meeting ensued between the 
brothers. They then threaded their way 
through the crowd, and entering a car- 
riage drove to the residence of Mrs. Dr. 
Michel, 2927 Washington avenue, where the 
wanderer’s sister and aged mother were 
awaiting his homecoming. The meeting on 
their part was very affecting, but the doctor 
bore-himself with wonderful composure. He 
spent the day in their company. 

HIS BROTHER TALKS. 

Dr. J. C. Nidelet, when seen by a Post- 
DISPATCH representative, had very little to 
say about his brother’s return further than 
to givethe details of the event as they ac- 
tually happened. Said he: Since the night 
our brother shook our hands and bade us all 
good-by six years ago last month 
we heard nothing from him. Occasionallya 
rumor as to his whereabouts would reach us. 
A few weeks ago, his sister, Mrs. Dr. Michel, 
received a letter from him saying he was 
coming home to pay us a visit. She did not 
say where he had written from, but she 
answered it saying we would be delighted to 
cee him and asking him totelegraph us when 
he would arrive. Yesterday I received a tele- 
gram saying: 

Will arrive by the Vandalia Line to-morrow morn- 
ing. NIDEL&T. 

We found that the train was due at 7 o’clock 
this morning, end brother Frank and 
I were there awaiting him with 
a carriage. I recognized him at 
@ glance as he stepped from the train. He 
bas changed very little, except, perhaps, 
that he shows his age. He is 64 now and six 
years tells on a man at that time of life. 

ATTENDED THE INAUGURATION. 

He is the same genial, light-hearted fellow 
that everybody knew and loved. I found no 
change in his manner. There was no strange- 
ness apparent. He had come on direct from 
Washington, where he attended the inaugu- 
ration, and he regaled us on the 
way home with a description of the 
ceremony interspersed with anxious in- 
quiries for his mother and sister and old 
friends. That is as far into his present life 
as he got and we pressed him with no dues- 
tions. His mother, whois 84 years ofage, 
was overjoyed at seeing her boy and though 
we are all glad to have him back, we are 
doubly so on her account. 

„ AN UNSOLVED MYSTERY. 

„„ know no more now thanI have 
at any time during the past 
six years about the cause of my 
prother’s disappearance. I will not ques. 
tion him about it. It is his own secret, which 
he may tell if he chooses. One thing though 
is certain, this is the first time he has been 
in St. Louis since his disappearance. 
Two years ago he was said 
to doe here, but it Was a 


mistake he never would have come to the 
town without visiting his mother. The man 
they mistook for him was a traveling man 
from Philadelphia named Smith. He 
and my brother were allke as 
two peas. The only authentic information 
1 ever got during his absence was some 


time after his disappearance, when a mutual 
friend told me he had met him in Ogdens.-

am perfectly ignorant of what studies 
my brother pursued, either before going 
away or after, or what his religious beliefs 
may be. I never question any man about his 
religious affairs. That is an individual mat- 
ter. I would resent any such question if put 
to myself and would not put it 
to another. I do not think 
my brother became a Theosophistifor the rea- 
gon that men have told me that Celsus Price

The doctor’s eyes flashed and ſt was ap- 
parent that he Was under great mental ex- 
citement. An intimate friend of the family 
told a reporter that it was the strangest 
thing he had ever heard of, and that it was 
useless to try to find out what the doctor ha 
been doing since he so suddenly abandon 
kin, wealth and future advancement, 
„Why, sald de ‘the had every 
thing before him. The doctor isa brilliant 
man, speaks a dozen languages, is one of the 
best physicians and surgeons in the city and 
is equipped in every way for a successful and 
eminent Hfe, He had ove

city and could have 

anything within the gift of the Municipal 
government. He beat Dr. Frank twice, and 
could to-day have been at the head ofthe 
Health Department. But he chose to devote 
his life to a new faith, which demandea that 
he abandon every seifish motive. He has not 
even told his brothers or hig sisters any- 
thing about his trances or his doings. 
Frank Nidelet does not even w whére 
his brother has been and so sensitive is the 
doctor on the subject that no one of the fam- 
ily has dured to ask him any questions. 
Frank told me that he knew the doctor woald 
tell him if he asked that it was none of his 
business, and that therefore since his recurn 
a word had been said to him on the sub- 
ect. 

It seems very strange to me that it these 
men have disc»vered a religion that will lead 
them to the salvation of their souls they will 
not impart the secret of the newly discovered 
path to those who are near and dear to them, 
but this seems to be their position. 

‘Ir is said that they went to 
India, where they studied under 
learned expositors of the religion they have 
espoused and worked as evangelists; is that 
true, was asked. 

It is not positively Known whether they 
went to any foreign country or confined their 
labors to the conversion of souls in the United 
States, but it has been stated that they went 
to India, and Dr. Nidelet’s friends believe 
this to be true. 

Dr. Nidelet re d his home this 
morning he wore a rather dilapidated felt 
hat, and requested that another be bought 
for him at once. A messenger was sent down 
town and a new headgear secured for the re- 
turned theosophite. Dr. Nidelet, neverthe- 
less, remained indoors to-day. He did not 
even visit the office of his brother, Or. J. O. 
Nidelet, his time being spent ata reunion of 
the family. 

In early youth Dr. Nidelet was a great 
traveler. When a young man he left home 
and stayed away thirteen years, during 
which time he visited many countries in 
Europe and the East. When he returned 
he had very little to say about his travels. 
He was alwaysa great student in medicine 
and theology and he has also a record for 
bravery on the fleld, having served under 
Gen. Dabney H. Maury in the Confederate 
army during the war. The doctor 
was then an army surgeon with the 
rank of a Major, and Gen. Maury, as brave 
and heroic acommander as the war pro- 
duced, thought so much of his surgeon that 
he persuaded himto go to Mobile with him 
after the close of hostilities. The 
splendid physique of the returned 
physician stood him in 
during the war, 
out a magnificent specimenof robust man- 
hood. He wes made the hero of iMrs. Joseph 
L. Specht’s novel, ‘‘Alfreda,’’ tredting of 
the theosophical faith, which interesting 
vg A is familiar to St. Loulsans. 

Whether Dr. Nidelet intends to remain in 
dt. Louis or start again on his wanderings is 
not known. . 

Frank Nidelet was asked asto this matter 
yesterday, and said: 

„Well, we don’t know what he is going to 
do any more than we know what he has 
done. Hehas been a great wanderer, and 
he may start outagain. I don’t know any- 
thing about his financial affairs, and 

won’t ask him about them. I 
that his religion teaches that 
if a man should come up to him and ask him 
to give up his coat, he should take it off his 
back and surrender it. A man Who practises 
that sort of religion Is not likely to keep any- 
thinginthis world, and if the doctor has 
anything left from his formerly ample 
resources it would surprise me. Mind 
you, Idon’tknow anything about it. He is 
here and we are glad to see him, and that’s 
all I can tell you.“ 

Dr. Nidelet, it is almost needless to say, is 
aman of exemplary habits, a vegetarian, 
very abstemious in all things, and he has 
been the censor morum of his family and 
acquaintances.

A NEGROR’S CONFESSION MAKES THE 
GUILT OF ALL CLEAR. 


The Mystery Which Surrounded the 
Brutal Killing of the Two Women and 
Iwo Children in December, 1891, 
Cleared Up at Last—Detatls of the Her- 
ible“Crime and the Hunt for the Crim'- 
ne's—Their Names Are MoRae, Jenkins 
‘and Clinton. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 10.—A telegram 
from Deland in Volusia County this morning 
says there is every prospect that the three 
men, Will McRae Irwin Jackson and Marion 
Clinton, under arrest for the murder near 
New Smyrna, will be lynched. 

Sheriff Kurtze hasthe jail guarded, but if 
the people determine to hang the prisoners, 
all efforts to protect them will be fruitless. 
A call had been issued fora meeting of cit!- 
zens at Deland to-day, and the fate of tHe 
murderers will be decided upon. 


Prior to the event of yesterday which 
brought out the confession of Marion Clinton, 
the Packwood tragedy had gone in history as 
the New smyrna mystery. The scene of the 
murder is a beautiful and romantic spot 
seven miles below Smyrna, or half way be- 
tween Smyrna and Oak Hill. The house 
where the murders were committed stands 
onashell mound, thirty feet above Hills- 
bo gh River, only twenty yards away, and 
commands a magnificent view of thetwo 
graceful sweeps of that stream, 

On this shell mou are two houses, both 
one story. One house of two rooms was used 
fora dining room and kitchen. A house of 
tb same size, twenty steps away, is where 
the deed was done. These houses are shaded 
and surrounded by ancient cedars, fig trees, 

ks, palmettosand palms. Back or west of 

he house is a dense hummock, with flat pine 
land beyond, 
THE HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 

Ou Friday, Dec. 8, 1891, F. J. Packwood left 
his sister-in-law, Miss Bruce, and his little 
son in charge of the house and proceeded to 
Maitiand, never dreaming that he would 
gaze upon their faces no more. 

Miss Bruce sent upa mile or two for Mrs. 
Hatch, a dear friend, wh” came over with 
her little son to spend the night and keep 
them company. Jrwin Jenkins, a colored 
man living a mile south, had been in the 
habit of calling at the house on Saturdays on 
his ven to New Smyrna to see if the people 
wanted an errand done or goods purchased. 
At9o’clock on Saturday morning he went to 
the house, knocked at the door, got no reply, 
and then observed that the front window 
opening on the plazza and facing the east 
had been smashed in. The cattle were in the 
yard, gates were open, and a heavy piece of 
scantling lay near. Knowing that something 
was wrong, he hastened to the house of E. 
J. Hewitt, the nearest neighbor, living a 
mile away. J. 8. Crouch, another neighbor, 
and his man, John Pell, were next told that 
something was wrong at the Packwood 
house. 

These four proceeded to the house and 
looked through the window. Before their 
eyes was an appalling spéctacie. On her 
back by the window in a pool of blood Mrs. 
Hatch lay, with . pistol-ball wound on the 
inside corner of her left eye, and her face 
was DBiackenea with powder. The other 
bodies lay near her. When the crash came 
she had evidently been near the window 
where the murderer entered. Her little son, 
frenzied with fright, had probably fled, asa 
child would, and sought refuge inthe bed 
clothes of a bed lounge at the other end of 
the room. He was torn from these, shot 
over the left eye and his throat cutin three 

laces. His head was almost severed from 

is body. The 
crimson. 
FOUGRT FOR HONOR AND LIFE. 

While the murderer was entering the win- 
dow Miss Bruce had apparently secured an 
old Smith & Wesson pistol,which was handy, 
and u red at him. The ball took effect in the 
window frame. The murderer, heedless of 
this onslaught, continued his terrible work 
and finished it. 

By this time Miss Bruce had gone to the 
closet and secured a douhle-barreled shot- 
gun. Sheleveled it at the demon as he ap- 
proached, but unfortunately the hammer 
snapped on the shells that had been exploded 
many days before. He overpowered her, 
threw herupon the bed and accomplished 
his devilish purpose, probably after killing 
her little nephew. She was found lying on 
her back in the bed. Her feet hung on the 
floor, and her form was bare down to above 
the knees. After this part of the tragedy the 
murderer shot herthrough the right cheek, 
the ball crashing through her teeth, striking 
the wall and falling on her bed. Then an- 
other struggle must have begun for the pos 
session of the gun. He tore it from her 
grasp, and, swinging it around his head with 
both hands clutching the barrel, drove the 
stock against her face with herculean force. 
The blow struck her between the forehead 
and nose, and caved in the skull. Every pone 
in the jaw and face was broken. Then, with 
a keen-biaded knife, he stabbed her in the 
neck cutting outa square section of flesh, 
and finishing the job with twoterrible gashes 
on the throat. 

Frankie Packwood, a beautiful little 
golden-haired child of 5 years, was found on 
the floor at the foot of the bed with his 
throat cut. His features had been marred. 

The floors of both rooms were completely 
covered with blood and the mattress on the 
bed upon which Miss Bruce was was soggy 
with gore. On the curtains and walls blood 
was spattered. 

The young lady wasa comely woman of 30 
years, of a lovable disposition, being a 
mother to Mr. Pack wood’s little boy. 

Mrs. Hatch was the wife of L. D. Hatch, a 
carpenter. Hecame from Maine and had 
been living five miles below Smyrna for 
fifteen years. 

In a short time the whole country was 
aroused. Not a cent had been stolen from 
the house and not an article of value taken. 
This at once 1 the idea that tramps 
had committed the crime, and the theory 
was at once advanced that the deed was done 
by wretches who lived in the vicinity and 
„ knew that the women and children were 
elone. 

From the first there was the strongest kind 
ot evidence against Marion Clinton, 20 years 
old; Will McRae, 25 years old, both white, 
and Jenkins, the colored man who had called 
for volunteers to go tothe Packwood house. 
\.cRae’s house was the nearest to the scene 
of the murder, and Irwin Jenkins was in his 
employ. An aged negro, Thomas Wilson, 
said he had met three men about 3 o’clock on 
the morning of the murder going inthe di- 
rection of tne Packwood place. He recog- 
hized one as Jenkins, and spoke to him, and 
thought that the others were Clinton and 
McRae. Detectives worked on the case, and 
while satisfied that McRae, Clinton and Jen- 
kins were guilty, could obtain no conclusive 
evidence, 

Finally St. Clair Abrams, a criminal lawyer 
of Lake County, took up the case. None of 
the men under suspicion had ever been ar. 
rested, and the whole countryside was sum- 
moned recently to appear before the Grand. 
jury at Deland. Among others summoned 
was Clinton, whoappeared. Strong pressure 
was brought to , and yesterday evenin 
he confessed that McRae and Jenkins ha 
murdered. the people while ne kept 

No sooner had the news of Clinton's 
confession spread than the residents of 
Volusia County began gathering. The men 
implicated were hurried to jailai Deland and 
the Sheriff and his deputies prepared :0 pro- 
tect them from the fury of the enraged 
people.

A REBEL RUMOR.

Tauez, with 2,000 well-armed troops was 
camped three leagues from Santa Ana. He 
was then planning to give battle to the Gov- 
ernment troops commaaded dy Fernandez. 
On the result of this battle will depend the 
fate of the revolution. Foreign residents. in 
the State of Rio Grande do Sul have been at- 
tacked by adherents Of both sides. 

Previous reports of the defeats of the revo- 
lutionists, except at San Lome, are now vig- 
orously denied, 


DROWNED AT PANAMA. 

PANAMA, March W.—Mrs. Wilson, the 
daughter of Henry Schuber, the oldest 
American resident of Panama, was out 
boating yesterday afternoon with Capt. 
Schackford and Miss Wilson. The boat 
swamped and the three were thrown into 
the water. Mrs. Wilson was drowned, Capt. 
Schackford and Miss Wilson being rescued. 
The body of Mrs. Wilson has been recovered. 

News has been received from Honduras 
confirming the report cabled ofa battle near 
Tegucigalpa. Furtherreports indicate that 
now everything favors the Government’s 
cause. 

An insurrection is reported in the Galla ba- 
gos Islands. The residents killed the local 
Ecuadorian Governor and wounded many of 


the police. 
Rosendo Aguero, who was Secretary of 


State Under President Leava, has been pro- 
claimed Provisional President of Honduras 
by Gen. Vasquez, Minister ot War. He was a 
warm supporter of Bonilla at the last elec. 
tion, and has many friends among the 
Liberals of Honduras. This still further 
complicates matters in the Republic. 


DEATH OF ROSALES’ OFFICERS, 

BuENOoS Arnrs, Argentina, March 10.—The 
Procurator Fiscal has demanded that the er- 
treme penalty be meted out to the condemned 
officers of the Rosales. This would mean 
death. Among the officers over over whom 
this penaity hangs is one of Minister of War 
Victorica’s sons. The Minister has resigned.

Blood was 
flowing from her mouth. There are finger 
marks on her throat and bruises on her body. 
The whole detective force of the city was de- 
tailed to look for the murderers, Evidence 
bas been secured to the effect that three men 
accompanied the woman into the place 
where she was murdered.

The man found bleeding and unconscious 
on the sidewalk in front of 1017 Pine street 
early yesterday morning has been identified | 
as Horace H. Morgan, formerly Principal of 
the High School. He died at the City Hos- 
pital, to which Institution he was taken when 
found. It was at first supposed that he was 
O. B. Barron, as a memorandum book 
bearing that name was found in his 
pocket. The police hunted up 0. 
B. Barron, a Salesman for. the 
Browning King Clothing Co., who went to 
the hospital and identified the dying man. 

Prof. Morgan was wellknown as a writer 
and scholar. He was connected with the 
High School from 1857 to 1886 and was prinel- 
palofit for twenty-five years. 
native of New York and a graduate of Will- 
iams College. He was an accomplished lin- 
guist anda man of rare mental attainments. 
He had reached his 60th year. 

Prof. Morgan resigned from his position as 
head of the High School in 1886 before the 
completion’ of an investigation into 
charges of dissipation and immorality which 
had been preferred against him, and since 
then he has been employed by Charles W. 
Brown, publisher, and lived at the latter’s 
home on Page avenue for the last five years. 
He was acontributor to a number of leading 
magazines, and from 1874 to 1880 edited and 
published the Western Literary Journal. 

Henry B. Davis, the attorney who called at 
the hospital yesterday and identified Mor- 
gan, informed Dr. Marks that he had tele- 
graphed to the Professor’s son, Elliot Mor- 
gan, inthe Indian Territory. Mr. Davis says 
that Prof. Morgan was about 60 years old, and 
that he had no living relatives besides his 
son Elliot. He had been a resident of St. 
Louis for about 8 years. Mr. Davis sald it 
was his opinion that foul play was responsi- 
ble for his friend’s death. 

HE WAS MURDFRED. 

Horace H. Morgan, the former principal of 
the High School, was murdered, accord- 
ing to Coronor Frank. A post- 
mortem examination was held 
this afternoon. There was founda fracture 
four inches long over the left temple, which 
was produced by a blunt instrument and 
could not have been theresultof a fall, the 
physicians declared. The brain showed 
the presence of several hemor- 
rhages caused by successive jars. The 
Coroner says the man * beaten to death. 
Morgan’s body was Arn. filthy con- 
dition and * yg ith vermin, 
showing the depth of depravity to which 
the once brilllant pedagogue hadsunk. An 
inquest will be held and an attempt made tc 
sOlve the mystery of what now turns out to 
be a crime. 

The pores are of the opinion that the death 
of Prof. A. H. Morgan, who was found at an 
early hour yesterday morning lying uncon- 
scious in the gutter in front of 1017 Pine 
street, bleeding from a severe wound on the 
back of his head, was due to  ac- 
cident and not to assault as was 
at first supposed. It is known that 
he secured possession of $59, and that he 
visited a number of saloons on Pine street, in 
each of which he imbibed more or less 
whisky. The police believe that he fell 
while very drunk and struck his head heavily 
against a stone, fracturing his skull.

Lord Salisbury expressed surprise that Mr. 
Gladstone should have refused to receive 
such a respectable delegation of her majes- 
ty’s faithful subjects in Ireland. The re- 
fusal, Lord Salisbury added, was doubt- 
less owing to the indecent haste 
with which the Government was pushing the 
bill for the separation of Ireland from the 
United Kingdom before it was possible to 
have the measure duly considered. Lord 
Salisbury urged the delegation and all other 
loyal subjects of her majesty in Ireland to 
keep up their courage. There were signs, he 
said, of a healthy change in public opinion. 

Mr. Balfour followed Lord Salisbury in ad- 
Gressing the delegation, He said that the 
chief hardship to the people of Ireland inthe 
adoption of the separatist policy would be 
that the comparative poverty which now 
prevatied there would increase and become 
worse, until even bankruptcy would 
result through capital being driven 
from the country. Lord Randolph 
Churchill spoke in language equalzy pro- 
nounced asto the disastrous results to be 
anticipated from separation and Mr. 
Goschen expressed strong forebodings of 
financial and industrial calamity to Ireland 
as the outcome of the success of Mr. Gland- 
stone’s scheme. 


PANAMA DEFENDANTS TIRED. 

PARIS, March 10.—The public appear to 
have concluded that the most sensational 
part of the Panama story has been told, and 
when the trial opened to-day the attendance 
was comparatively small. Charles de Les- 
seps, Baihut and their fellow-defendants 
wore a tired expression as if they wished the 
ordeal was over, Baihut looking especially 
distressed and anxious for the end.

000, 000 
francs in payment for newspa- 
per advertising ana for favorable 
notices in the newspapers and other services 
connected with the general puffingof the 
enterprise. About 668,000,000 francs, being 
less than halfthe total amount subscribed, 
had been expended inthe actual operations 
onthecanal, The present assets amounted 
to 200,000,000 francs. 


THE GERMAN ARMY BILL. 

BERLIN, March 10.—The committee of the 
Reichstag on the army bill rejected the first 
clause of the bill fixing the effective force of 
the German army in time of peace at 
492,063, exclusive of commissioned officers 
and non-commissioned officers. The com- 
mittee also rejected Herr Richter’s amend- 
ment retaining the present effective force 
until December, 1895. The committee also 
rejected the second clause of the army bill 
increasing the regimental strength of all 
arms ofthe service The committee then 
adjourned until March 16.

The last appeal was secured by the stealing 
of the remittitar from the Supreme Court by 
unknown parties.

SHOT FOR MURDER, 


ELIAS LORING, ACHOCTAW, EXECUTED 40 
OORDING TO INDIAN CUSTOM, 

Cappo, I. T.. March 10.—At high noon to- 
day Sheriff Phillip Johnson of Jackson 
County, Choctaw Nation, shot to death 
Charles Loring in accordance with sentence 
passed upon him by Judge Hampton at the 
February term of this District Court at Push- 
matona court ground. 

On the night of Jan. 30, of this year, just 
at sunset, Susan Cravatt, known as Granny 
Cravatt, who lived in à little log hut in the 
woods one-half mile east of the {Pushmataha | 
court ground, about thirty miles east of 
Caddo, with Agnes Billy and Amy Cravatt, 
a granddaughter, was shotand Killed by an 
unknown person. Someone heavily wrapped 
and wearing a slouched hat,approached her, 
and as she was in the act of handing hima 
chair, he raised a Winchester rie which had 
hitherto been concealed, fired, the ball 
crashing through her brain. She died in 
stantly, and did not makea statement as to 
who her assassin was. But Agnes Billy, 
who was in the house, saw the 
deed, and Amy Cravatt saw .the 
man running away after the shooting. 


From their statements and the sto of a 
peddler, to whom Loring is alleged to have 
stated that he committed the crime because 
the old woman had bewitched him, Loring 
was arrested the next morning by Sveriff 
Phillip Johnson of Jackson County on a 
charge of murder, The regular Grand-jury 
found a bill of indictment against him for 
murder in the first degree on the lé4th day of 
February. 

When the trial came on the facts were all 
against the prisoner and the jury had been 
out but a few minutes when they brought ina 
verdict of guilty as charged, assessing his 
punishment at death by shooting. Judge W. 
W. Hampton passed the death sentence on 
him, aad set the 10th day of March us the 
of execution, He took ap appeal, but it was 
overruled by N 9% Everidge. Loring was 
prosecuted by O. S. Vinson and District At- 
torney Hotema, and defended by David 
Bomer and G. W. Gardner. 

Loring bad a bad record. In the fall of 
1889, he and others while in a state of intoxt- 
cation, induced Phillip Colvert to accom- 
pany them onaspree. Phillip was beaten to 
death during the carousal, and upon affidavit 
of Isom Colbert, brother to the deceased, 
Loring was arrested and the case set for 
trial, At dusk on the day preceding the 
day set for the trial, while feedin 2 eo 
Isom Colbert was assassinate and 
charge went by default.

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 


A remarkable and interesting experi- 
ment in local elections is now being tried 
in Chicago. The press of that city, witha 
single exception, is united in the leader- 
ship of a movement to overthrow the con- 
trol of party organizations in municipal 
affairs by an absolute divorc@of city poli- 
tics from Federal and State politics and the 
selection of candidates for municipal offices 
on a strictly non-partisan basis. 

The immediate occasion of the revolt is 
the capture of the Democratic nomination 
by Carter Harrison, which was done, it is 
claimed, through the use of disreputable 
methods and the support of the 
worst elements in municipal poli- 
tics. The method adopted to carry 
into effect the plan of revolt is 
a radical and novel departure from the 
usual means of nominating candidates. 
With the exception of the Times, which is 
owned by Harrison, every daily paper of 
any importance’ in Chicago prints an ad- 
dress to citizens stating that it has become 
„apparent that the administration of 
municipal affairs on lines determined by 
State or federal party interests is not con- 
ducive to effective or honest city govern- 
ment, and calling upon citizens to act 
independently in behalf of fitness in office 
and bitsiness-like. methods in the trans- 
action of city affairs. 

Accompanying this address is a coupon 
ballot containing an indorsement of the 
principle of non-partisanship in city eleo- 
tions and having blanks for the name of 
the choice of the voters for Mayor and 
member of the Assembly. Oitisens are 
asked to fill these blanks’and send them to 
a certain post-office box to be counted by 
a carefully selected Citizens’ Committee. | 
The citizen receiving the largest number 
of votes will receive the independent nom- 
ination,
